NUMEROUS CONSUMERS

F o r several y ea rs satisfactory in- 
lorm ative labeling of fabrics has been 
a goal tow ard 
which 
th ousands of 
women have been w orking and each 
year show s 
th at 
some 
progress 
is 
made. 


Within the last few years, the f e d ­ 
eral T rad e Commission lias m ade ru l­ 
ings for labeling of rayon, silk, linen, 
aud for shrin kag e of 
cotton. 
After 
July 1941, wool fabrics also w ill 
be 
kibeled. 
Briefly, tin1 yool labeling aet m eans 
th at goods put on sale will have to Im 
fully labeled as to wool and o ther liber 
content 
In ready-m ade g arm en ts this 
will not apply to lining and 
in terior 
construction. 
Every w om an will w ant to u n d e r­ 
stand the m eaning of four term s to be 
us, I 
on 
labels; 
Wool, 
reprocessed 
wool, reused wool, and wool product. 
Wool m eans the fiber from the fleece 
of sheep, lamb, or cashm ere goat, and 
the h air of a n g o ra rabbit and goat, 


wool put in the fabrics, 
it also m ust 
state the tiber content o th er titan wool 
if it am ou nts to m ore th a n 5 per cent. 
In addition, a label m ust 
show 
the 
nam e of the m an u fa c tu re r or the re ­ 
tailer, provided the latter gives tin1 
sam e inform ation required of the m a le 
ut aet u ret’. 
The provisions of this wool labeling 
law do not apply * 
carpets, rugs, or 
upholstery fa b r’ ..
